KENTUCKY RACES 
TO DECIDE RESULT 


With Two Races in Doubt, 
Democrats Have Chance 
for 48 Senate Seats 
Against 47G.0.P. ©

In the closest congressional election 
of years, republicans and democrats 
stood almost deadlocked in both the 
senate and house today with actual 
majorities hinging on final returns 
and recounts of Tuesday's balloting. 

So close was the division of the 
parties in both branches that an in- 
dependent movement in either would 
have the balance of power. 


Republicans stood to gain the 218 
votes for a majority in the house ty 
victories in three normally republican 
districts still involved in close con- 
tests but so close was the margin of 
votes for many of the members that 
recounts may upset first tabulations. 

In the senate, the bid of Senator 
Schall, republican, Minnesota, to 
overtake the early lead of his demo- 
cratic foe, Einar Hoidale, gave the re- 
publicans hope of retaining 48 of the 
96 seats. 

However, in the two unsettled sen- 
ate contests the leads of the demo- 
cratic candidates gave the present ys 
position a prospect of getting the 
seats, leaving 47 to the republicans 
and one to the farmer-labor senator 
from Minnesota, Shipstead. Senator 
Robsion, republican, was teins M. 
M. ‘Logan, democrat, in 
the other senate battle ondetermined, 

In their..most determined assault 
on the 12-year-old republican dominas 
tion of the houge, the democrats won 
210 of the 435 seats and were leading 
in five of the six Kentucky republican 
districts unreported. But it was farm- 
er-labor candidates who were chal- 
lenging the republican incumbents in 
the other two doubtful districts, both 
in Minnesota. 

With the six Kentucky districts and 
two Minnesota districts missing, the 
count stood: 

Republicans, 215; democrats, 2103 
independent republican, Bi farmer- 
labor, 1: doubtful, 8; democratic 
gains, 46; republican gain, 1. 

In 1922 when the democrats won 
207 seats in the house, the Wisconsin 
delegation of republicans bolted the 
regular republican organization and 
prevented the election of a republican 
speaker for several days. The group. 
held the balance of power on party 
issues and exercised it. 

The democrats’ challenge to the 12- 
year-old republican rule of congress 
carried to the senate, too, where the 
present opposition had prospects for a 
plurality of one as the last two con- 
tests neared completion. 

One farmer-labor member has been 
elected to the house and eight doubt- 
ful republican districts were still to 
be reported. 

One of this republican total, how- 
ever, included an indpendent republic 
an who overthrew the regular repub. 
lican, Carroll Reece, in the first Ten- 
nessee district. Should the democrats 
get the votes of the farmer-labor mem-

LAVONIA, Ga., Nov. 5.—(#)—The 
doctrine of sound farming—a doctrine 
almost as old as the state’s first agri- 
cultural ‘problem—is being spread 
throughout every city, town and ham- 
let of the state this year by county 
agents, farmers, business men and 
bankers. 

The idea already has borne fruit in 
some sections of the state and eco- 
nomists vision the day when its adop- 
tion will be an accomplished fact on 


practically every farm in Georgia. 

Briefly, the program is the produc- 
tion on every farm of all the food 
and feedstuff required on that farm. 
While the farmer’s trouble admittedly 
does not end there, advocates of the 
program say that production of the 
necessary food and feedstuffs on each 
farm will go a long way toward help- 
ing the farmer. 

Two men in Lavonia are devoting 
much of their time to the plans for 
the program, in which various agri- 
cultural agencies, such as the state 
agricultural extension service, farm 
departments of various commercial or- 
ganizations, bankers, farmers and 
county agents are co-operating. ‘The 
men are Walter Harrison, Lavonia 
banker and chairman of the agricul- 
tural committee of the Georgia Bank- 
ers’ Association, and Rush 
editor of the Lavonia Times. 

Mr. Burton is assisting Mr. Harri- 
BON, : 

Series of Meetings. 

With the bankers’ association, agri- 
cultural agents, newspaper. editors, 
farmers and business men co-operat- 
ing, a series of meetings was held in 
16 cities of the state this fall. At 
these meetings, Mr. Burton says, the 
program was discussed generally. No 
definite program of recommendations 
for apportionment of crops was at- 
tempted. This, Mr. Burton says, is to 
be worked out generally under the 
leadership of the various’ interested 
parties at a series of meetings to be 
held in various sections of the state 
next January. 

Mo promote their part of the pro- 
gram, the bankers, co-operating di- 
rectly with J. Phil Campbell, director 
ot the state agricultural extension 
service, divided the state into four 
districts. Kiach district has a chair- 
man, a banker, working with the dis- 
trict agricultural agent. 

In each of the four districts is four 
sections. The sections, of about 10 
counties each, were laid out to con- 
form as nearly as possible to the type 
of farming of the locality. Each sec- 
tion likewise has a chairman. 

Individual bankers throughout the 
state, Mr. Burton says, have been 
urged to discuss the need for a change 
in farming methods with the farmers 
of their communities. “The county 
agents,’ he says, “are enthusiastic 
about the program which offers the 
prospect of financial aid for the idea 
they have been advancing for years, 

“The farmers themselves ha’e 
shoy.n keen interest,” Mr. Burton 
added, “especially in the areas where 
the plan for growing ample food and 


feedstuffs, along with other crops, has 


been followed. 
“At the sectional meetings in Jan- 
uary, which are to be attended by 
interested parties, progress and plans 
for the program are to be outlined,” 
Mr. Burton said, °

R. Holtby. Myers, president of the 
United States Building and Loan 
League, speaking here today before 
the annual convention of the Georgia 
Building and Loan League 

Of these 18,000,000 families, there 
are probably 8,000,000 whose occu- 
pations and employment preclude 
home owning, and this leaves 10,000.- 
000 households for President Hoover's 
committee and others interested in 
home owning to work on, said the 
league president. Mr. Myers is a 
member of the Hoover committee ap- 
pointed twe months ago to study ways 
and means of encouraging home own- 
ership. 

The budget for a half a millior 
homes will be spread over the coun- 
try where the league has member as- 
sociations, and Mr. Myers on a three- 
month tour out of his home in Los 
Angeles, will give regular “quotas” to 
the various cities and states. 


Modernization of Homes. 


The league, through its member 
associations, also will urge the mod- 
ernization of 100,000 old homes and 
the bringing up to date of 200,000 
kitchens and bathrooms, said the 
speaker. He drew a picture of con- 
struction and improvement activity to 
be spurred by his organizations that 
lend funds for this purpose, that will 
run into a billion dollars before next 
summer. 

He declared that the economic and 
moral need for more homes is sv 
great at this time that the building 
and loan associations or any other 
organization interested in this ques- 
tion should not wait for people to 
make up their minds to undertake 
home buying or building, but should 
ferret out the tenant in his rented 
quarters and sell him the home idea, 
“if needs be by force.” He said that 
there are more than 10,000,000 peo- 
ple able financially to buy or build 
homes today. ' 

“Overhaul the safe deposit boxes 
of this country and turn their con- 
tents into more homes,” Mr. Myers 
told his audience of building and loan 
officials. “All businesses need more 
homes because more homes mean tre- 
mendous sales of materials and fur- 
nishings and equipment; more homes 
mean more employment and the less- 
ening of the dire effects of unemploy- 


ent. 
“Don’t tell me that people haven't 
the mosey to buy or build or mod- 
ernize. Naturally the unemployed 
haven’t, or those who have been hit 
very hard by the last 12 months. But 
a half a million people in this coun- 
try can ‘afford to undertake home 
owning this year; they are living in 
rented quarters and paying the rent 
a‘ present.

has a very red or flushed face, a 
strong bounding pulse, looks like an 
intoxicated person, perhaps has sterto- 
rous breathing. This calls for cold 
to head, cool or tepid bathing of the 
body surface, and head raised—keep 
patient in semi-reclining position. In 
the first condition heat exhaustion, 
the body temperature is slightly be- 
low the normal, if anything; in the 
second, heat stroke, the body tempera- 
ture rises many degrees above nor- 
mal. In heat exhaustion, as in faint- 
ing or shock, hot or very warm drinks 
help, provided the patient can swal- 
In heat 
stroke, the patient is nsually uncon- 
scious and unable to swallow. but if 
he can swallow cold water or lemon- 
ade should be given. The skin of 
the heat exhanstion victim is moist, 
eold and clammy, as in fainting or 
shock: the skin of the heat stroke 
vietim is warm and drv. Ice may be 
use| on the head of the heat stroke 
vietim or for rubbing his hot dry skin: 
but do not give him ice or ice cold 
things. Let any water or other drink 
he just cold.

This 
section had been bratticed off from 
the main mine to keep out gases.

Jury Deliberates Hour 
To Find J. H. Kirby 
Guilty of Holdup Here. 


Found guilty of robbery in connec- 
tion with the hold-up last July of a 
downtown loan office, J. H. Kirby, 
23-year-old member of the legislature 
from Forsyth county, Wednesday was 
sentenced to serve two years on the 
chaingang by Judge Claude C, Pitt- 
man, of Cartersville, presiding in Ful- 
ton superior court. Motion for a new 
trial immediately was made in skele- 
ton form by defense counsel. 

Kirby was released in bond of 
$3,000, signed by G. C. Holbrook and 
G. L. Boroman. 

The jury returned its verdict after 
little more than an hour’s delibera- 
tion of the case, fixing the penalty 
which the court imposed. Kirby re- 
ceived sentence withdut visible display 
of emotion. 

In an unsworn quarter-hour state- 
ment to the jury Tuesday, the young 
legislator categorically denied the 
charge that on July 18 last he dis- 
guised himself in an outfit of over- 
alls and workman’s cap in a room in 
a local hotel and later invaded the of- 
fices of the American Finance Com- 
pany in the Peters building and held 
up S. D. Warnock and robbed him of 
$106. In a sketchy manner he al- 
luded to a “point of honor” involving 
the name of a young woman whom he 
said he had taken on an automobile 
ride during his visit to this city on 
that date, “lending” his room in the 
hotel, meanwhile, he contended, to a 
friend from Forsyth county.

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AWARD SOLELY BASED

STOCKHOLM, Nov. 5.—(®)— 
George H. Babbitt, that rather pa- 
thetic, frustrated “typical American” 
created by Sinclair Lewis in 192%, has 
taken the Nobel prize in literature 
the United States for the first 
in the 20 years since the award 


the Pulitzer 
*“Arrow- 
smith,”’ was selected today as the 
Nobel prize winner on the basis of 
“Babbitt,” which Sweden regards as 
his masterpiece. The money value of 
the award is $46,350, a greater amount 
than in any previous year. 

The red-haired temperamental 
American writer now joins the no- 
table company of authors which in- 
cludes George Bernard Shaw, Thomas 
Marn, Anatole France, Romain Rol- 
land and others who have received 
the award since the first of the se- 
ries was presented to the Frenchman, 
Sully-Proudhomme, in 1901. 

The Swedish academy made it clear 
that the choice of Mr. Lewis was based 
on “Babbitt.” but it was understood 
that appreciation also was expressed 
fer “Elmer Gantry” and “Dodsworth,” 
others of his novels, 

Shaw and Kipling are the only oth- 
er writers in English to have won the 
Nobel prize. It has been awarded fite 
each to France and Getmany:;:

Tunney told a jury in supreme cgurt 
today that in July, 1925, he slook 
hands with the late Tex Itickard jand 
agreed to fight Jack Dempsey. Tiimo- 
thy Mara, suing the retired heavy- 
weight champion for $500,000 td al- 
leged breach of contract, has asgerted

Tunney testified that in Jul, 1925, 
he met Rickard in the apartment of 
his friend, Jimmy Eagleton, in Green- 
wich Village, and that the ¢onversa- 
tion took place:

Tunney’s testimony regarding his 
eonversations with Rickard was vio- 
lently objected to by counsel for Mara 
on the ground that Rickard was dead 
and could not be called on to verify 
the statements. 

Supreme Court Justice Hatting ad- 
mitted it, however, with the under- 
standing that the jury consider it only 
as it revealed the state of Tunney’s 
mind at the time when Mara says he 
entered into his contract with him.

The affairs of the company were 
placed in the hands of a committee 
of the clearing house “for the purpose 
sof conserving and protecting the in- 
terest of that institution and all con- 
| cerned.”

The clearing house issued. the fol- 
lowing statemen:: 

“In the reference to the appoint- 
ment of a committee of Nashville’ 
bankers to handle the ‘affairs of Cald- 
well and Company, we feel that it 
; Will be of: interest to the public to 
iknow that representatives of all the 
‘clearing house banks in Nashville have 
{met and investigated the obligations of 
| Caldwell and Company to each and 
, all of the Nashville banks and that 
‘the public would be intent in having 
, the result of these findings. 

‘From said investigation, we, there- 
'fore, state that loans of Caldwell and 
‘Company in all local banks are well 
; Secured and in no case exceed the 
limit allowed by law.” 

‘+ The committee issued this state- 
}ment: 

| “Rumors have become current re- 
garding the affairs. of Caldwell and 
Company. On account of the size and 
standing of Caldwell and Company 
and the information of its well being 
in this city and section, officials of 
the company met: on yesterday with 
officers of the banks of Nashville who 
are members of the clearing house. 
Irom statements made, we believe that 
Caldwell is solvent and with co-opera- 
tion its affairs will be worked out so 
that the interests of al¥ will be con- 
served and protected. Its books show 
a large net worth; but on account of 
the very unusual financial condition 
of the entire country, its securities are 
difficult to dispose of at this time at 
a fair price. 

“The affairs of Caldwell and Com- 
pany have been placed in our hands 
as a committee for the purpose of con- 
serving and protecting the interest of 
that institution and all concerned and 
we ask and invite the co-operation of 
all interested and believe that with 
Same none will suffer.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—(4)—Cald- 
well & Co., the affairs of which have 
been placed in the hands of a commit- 
tee of the Nashville (Tenn.) clearing 
house, is represented in New York by 
Rogers Caldwell & Co., an affiliate 
of which Caldwell & Co. own stock 
control. 

". T. Hocart, vice president of 
Rogers Caldwell & Co., while diselaim- 
ing any knowledge of the affairs of 
the Nashville company, said today that 
the New York. company was not -af- 
fected by developments in Tennessee, 
except as regards exchange of securi- 
ties wifh the parent company, which 
now are running very small, 

Mr. Hocart said that Rogers Cald- 
well & Co. is soWwent and owes no 
money and that the same thing held 
true of shares in the South, Inc., an 
investment trust organized under Cald- 
well & Co. auspices in 1928. 

At one time, when markets were 
active, it was estimated that Caldwell 
& Co. did an annual distributing busi- 
ness of around $100,000,000. It has 
offices throughout the south and has 
heen affiliated with the Bancokentucky 
Corporation, a chain bank system. It 
has specialized in southern municipal 
bonds and to some extent handled 
real estate and corporation securities.
